or Income from Land or other Property, not consisting of Money, specified in such 
Returns ; and the present state of Proceedings, and when Proceedings commenced in 
each case instituted by the said Board, for the Recovery of any Sums applicable to the 
Poor, or to Charitable Institutions.

Government Stock standing in the names of the Commissioners has been consolidated into 
one sum, the interest of which is calculated upon the gross amount, and therefore the entire 
must be received by one person.

Ordered, That the Commissioners be summoned for the 22d instant, when the Com- 
missioners are to form themselves into a Sub-Committee of Accounts, to whom are to be 
referred the letter from the Bank of Ireland, and the last accounts of Messrs. Gibbons and 
Williams, and the Committee are requested to report thereon. 



Board, 26th day of July 1831. 

The following Report of the Sub-Committee of Accounts, who met agreeably to the order 
of the last Board, was laid before the Commissioners : — 

“ At a meeting of the Sub-Committee of Accounts of the Commissioners of Charitable 
Donations and Bequests, on Wednesday the 22d day of June 1831 ; 

“ The Secretary having laid before the Committee the last account furnished by Messrs. 
Gibbons and Williams, and the letter written by desire of the Governorof the Bank of Ireland, 
stating that arrangements should be made by the Commissioners to obviate the inconvenience 
to the Bank, attendant upon keeping there such a plurality of accounts, and that in future 
those accounts would be consolidated, as the Bank could not in future permit of more than 
one account for each denomination of Stock ; 

" The Secretary having read those documents, he reported, that by the account now sub- 
mitted, it appeared that an accumulation of Dividends to the amount of 1.937Z. 13s. id. 
remained in the hands of Messrs. Gibbons and Williams, which should have been from time 
to time allocated for the specific uses intended by the respective Testators. 

“ The Committee are of opinion, that a person duly qualified should be forthwith appointed 
to transact the business and disburse the Dividends arising from time to time upon the Stock 
standing to the credit of this Board; and as our present Secretary proposes to undertake that 
responsibility, and offers to give security to the amount of 2,000 1. at once, and to increase 
such security when called upon by the Board to do so, — 

“ We hereby recommend, that Mr. Mathews be appointed Receiver-General to this Board, 
upon entering into 2,000 1. security to the satisfaction of the Solicitors to the Commissioners, 
and that a general power of attorney, for the receipt of the Dividends of the Stock, be prepared 
to be executed in favour of Mr. Mathews, so that he may be enabled to receive at the Bank 
the July dividends, and also to obtain from Messrs. Gibbons and Williams, for disbursement, 
the unappropriated funds of this Board now in their hands. The remuneration to be afforded 
the Receiver, for the responsibility and trouble now annexed for the first time to his other 
duties, we recommend to be upon the following scale: on receipt and disbursement of all 
sums not exceeding io /. a commission of 2s. 6c?. per payment; 2 per cent, commission on 
disbursement of 875 1. dividends on sundiy small sums.” 



Board, 9th day of August 1831. 

The Solicitors report, That, as directed at the last Board, they sent a statement of the 
substance of the Report of the Committee of Accounts and their Report thereon to the several 
Commissioners, and requested them, if unable to attend, to forward any suggestions which 
might occur to them as proper to be submitted to the Board. The following is a copy of 
the letter written by the Solicitors : — , .. , „ 

Dublin, 1st August 1831. 

My Lord, Office, No. 5, Aston’s Quay. 

' We are directed by the Commissioners of Charitable Donations and Bequests to send you 
the accompanying summons for a special meeting of their Board on Tuesday the 9th instant, 
and to state shortly the substance of the Reports to be then taken into consideration. 

A committee having been appointed to consider the arrangements necessary to be made 
in consequence of the Bank declining any longer to keep separate accounts for the different 
Charities whose funds were placed under the care of the Commissioners, and also for the in- 
spection of the accounts kept by Messrs. Gibbons and Williams, made a Report recommending 
that Mr. Mathews, the Secretary, should be forthwith appointed to receive and disburse the 
Dividends upon Stock, to the credit of the Board, upon his entering into security in «,°oo/. 
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and that his remuneration should be cs. 6 d. per payment of sums not exceeding 10 /., and 
2 per cent, commission on all greater disbursements. This Report having been laid before 
a subsequent meeting.it was referred to us, and we were directed to report generally on the 
state of the accounts, and the sufficiency of the security proposed by Mr. Mathews. 

We accordingly reported our opinion that the present system of keeping the accounts was 
altogether insufficient, and such as would render it almost impossible to furnish, in detail, an 
account of the funds of the different Charities, if such were required ; and we proposed a 
system of accounts, analogous to that kept in the Court of Chancery and other public 
departments, with regulations calculated to simplify the investigation of them, and preserve 
a aue control over the funds; and we recommended that the accounts of Messrs. Gibbons 
and Williams, which have remained unsettled from the period of their appointments, should be 
forthwith examined and settled. We further reported our concurrence with the Com- 
mittee, that the Secretary for the time being was the proper person to be appointed by the 
Board, but we suggested an increase in the amount of security proposed, and that his 
remuneration should be a fixed rate of poundage. 

This Report met the approbation of the Board, and we were directed to send a short 
abstract of it to each of the members ; and it was ordered that the amount of the security 
to be given by the person to be appointed should be 2,500/. by himself, and two securities, 
possessed of sufficient freehold property. 

Should any tiling connected with this arrangement occur to your Grace, as material to 
direct the attention of the Board, and should it be inconvenient for your Grace to attend 
on the day appointed, we have to request your Grace will do us the favour to communicate 
it to us, and we shall submit the letter to the B oar'd.

Ordered, That the Report of the Solicitors be approved of, and accordingly that Mr. 
Mathews be appointed to receive the Dividends on the Stock and Funds standing to the 
credit of this Board for the different Charities, and to disburse the same under the orders of 
this Board. 

Ordered, That the rate of poundage to be deducted by Mr. Mathews from each payment 
made by him, under the orders of this Board, be 2^ per cent. 

Ordered, That a power of attorney, authorizing Mr. Mathews to receive the Dividends 
upon the Stock to the credit of this Board, be now sealed and handed to the Solicitors, who 
are to deliver same to Mr. Mathews when he shall have entered into security by himself, 
and two sufficieut securities in 2,500/.; and that such security be reported to the next 
Board. 

The Seal of the Board was affixed to the power of attorney, which was handed to the 
Solicitors. 

Ordered, That any trustees, executors or other persons who desire to place any sums of 
money in the hands of this Board, be informed, that poundage to the amount of 2 J per 
cent, on the interest thereof will be deducted out of each payment, as a remuneration to 
our Treasurer for his trouble in keeping the accounts, and in the disbursement of the same.

The Solicitors report That. Mr. Mathews, with Messrs. Henry and John Batchelor, have 
entered into a bond in 2,500/. conditioned for the faithful discharge of the duties of his 
office, upon which judgments have been obtained; and the Solicitors thereupon handed to 
Mr. Mathews the power of attorney which was entrusted to them. 

The Solicitors have been furnished with a valuation of part of the freehold property of 
Messrs. Henry and John Batchelor, made by Mr. Longfield, which is by him stated to be 
worth 4,295/.

Report from the Committee of Accounts to the Commissioners of 
Charitable Donations and Bequests. 

We have to report that we have investigated the accounts of Mr. Mathews, for the year 
ending 1st November 1836, including the Dividends received on the different kinds of Stock 
in the several months of January, April, July and October 1836, and, have found them 
correct. 

An opinion of the late Attorney-General having been laid before us, from which it appears 
that the Board have not the power to order the deduction of 2 J per cent, from the pay- 
ments to the several persons entitled to the Dividends and Interest on the Funds vested in 
the Commissioners, as compensation to Mr. Mathews for keeping the accounts and making 
the several payments; 

We have therefore to recommend that this deduction be forthwith discontinued ; but as 
Mr. Mathews will be thereby deprived of the very moderate remuneration which he has 
heretofore received for this service, we beg further to recommend that an application he 
forthwith made to Government, setting forth the necessity which exists for the services of 
Mr. Mathews in this respect, and the want of means in the Commissioners to remunerate 
him for these services, and praying that such annual allowance as may be deemed reasonable 
may be granted, to enable the Commissioners to continue a system of accounts which is 
now in the highest degree creditable to the Board, and which is likely to become more 
troublesome from the increase of the Funds under the management of the Board. 

Order ed, That the order heretofore mide, awarding the Treasurer of the Board a com- 
mission of percent, out of the Dividends paid by him, arising from the respective 
Charity Funds to the credit of the Board, do cease from this date.
